Rules of the Sea When an Ocean 
Liner Is Sinking. 


‘WOMEN AND CHILDREN FIRST.

“The women and children first al- 
ways, and after them—hell.” 

This was the way the “rules of the 
tea” were explained by a veteran cap- 
ain of a big Atlantic liner. He was 
isked to explain in detail just what 


; would take place on a big steamer 


when she was sinking and the order te 
‘abandon ship” had been given. 

“On the deep sea we use force if nec- 
sssary,” continued the skipper, “to keep 
sack the men and let the women and 
thildren get the first chance at thu 
fifeboats. But once they have been 
oaded then it becomes a case of each 
man for himself, and, while the offi- 
terw and crew would try to keep a 
semblance of order, they have no right 
to give preference to any one. ‘he 
Srst ones in line are the ones to get on 
the boats. Perhaps they have fought 
ind struggled to get in line. We bave 
aothing to do with that.” 

“Aren't the old men and the sick 
men put off first, before tne bealthier 
ones?” he was asked. 

“Not unless the healthier and strong- 


tr ones deliberately give up their 
places,” he answered. “There are no 
sick aboard when danger calls. All 


tre supposed to be well enough to look 
out for themselves. And so far as the 
old men go—there is nothing in that. 
Yhey are certainly not given the pref- 
trence. Old men have lived their lives. 
Let the young men have the chance to 
ite theirs. This is the way it is looked 
bn at sea. Besides, young men can be 
of help in a boat, while an old man 
Just makes that much more dead 
weight. 

“You must remember that when such 
a gigantic calamity faces you the lit- 
tle finenesses of life are thrown aside. 
Men become animals, brutes with the 
frst instinct—tbat of self preservation. 
Some are stronger than otbers and put 
this desire under control. Others yield 
to It and become wild beasts, fighting 
and biting and clawing their way to 
help. Sometimes we have to shoot this 
kind—shoot them down like we would 
mad dogs—if they try to interfere with 
the orderly first steps when the wo- 
men and the young are being looked 
after. But later, when it becomes a 
free for all, then then type bas fuller 
play. You cannot blame them. Life 
ls sweet, and they are justified in do- 
Ing all they can to save themselves. 


| All we seek to do is to stop them from 


Interfering with those who cannot pro- 
tect themselves and so have not the 
same chance of being saved.” 

According to the description of the 
method of abandoning ship which ts 
practiced in daily drill, the passengers 
as far as possible are gathered in the 
assembly rooms when the captain real- 
lzes that his ship is in desperate 
straits. Every measure is employed 
to calm them, and while the officers 
and crew take their appointed stations 
the passengers are told that it has been 
deemed best to take to the lifeboats. 
While the passengers are held in the 
taloons the crew strip the lifeboats of 
their incumbrances, rig the falls and 
then lower themselves in the boats 
from the boat deck down to the upper 
fleck, where the boats swing from the 
davits, touching the ship's side just be- 
low the rail, 

Say there are eight iifeboats on each 
side of the vessel. Lanes are formed 
of members of the crew, and through 
these Janes the women and children 
are passed to the officer who stands at’ 
the railing and who banés the passen- 
gers over the rail into the lifeboat with 
the help of two of the boat's crew. 

If any men try to break through 
these lines they are thrown back. If 
they persist and become a menace to 
order they may be shot. Bach ofticer 
Is armed with a brace of pistols for 
use in just such emergencies. 

In each boat there is food of a com- 
pressed sort and water. The bcats 
handle from fifty to seventy persons 
each, including the sailors who man 
them. Each boat is commanded by an 
oflicer. The surgeon, purser, engineers 
and other staff officers take their turn 
In the boats when the list of line offi- 
cers bas been exhausted, 

Once the women and cbildren sre 
put in the boats the men take their 
turns if there is room left. 

It should be sald that in loading the 
ifeboats absolutely no distinction 1s 
drawn between the different classes of 
passengers, ‘The women and cbildren 
of the sieerage are given the sume 
consideration as their sisters in the 
imperial suits. 

Ybhe horror of abandoning the sbip 
lies in the enforced separation of mem- 
bers of families. Fathers and broth- 
ers are torn from the arms of motbers 
and daughters. The children must go, 
here is a “must,” too, as regards the 
women, but if a wife should decide to 
remain behind with her husband It Is

HE real old fashioned garden ts not 

the up to date old fashioned border 

laid out in stately rows like a well 

planted patchwork quilt, but the real 

old heterégeneous mass of bloom and 

foliage that used to meet the eye in our 
granny’s garden. 

Whatever fdeas you have entertained 
about stiff borders and formal garden 
layouts will vanish utterly under the 
spell this garden casts around you. In- 
stead of the orderly, stiffly designed 
flower beds one finds great banks of 
phlox, clumps of peonies, trellises of 
sweet peas and banks of nasturtiums. 
By this is not meant an Ill kept, over- 
grown weedy affair, not by any means, 
for this garden must be weed free: 
Weeds must not get the advantage, but 
must be rooted out in earnest and 
burned. Then the garden musf not have 
too much or too little water. A garden 
on a southern slope is an ideal site. 
Then there is plenty of air and plenty 
of drainage, both necessary to the 
growth of flowers,

know that dirt is not soil. The earth 
must be composed of sand and clay

A Fair Estimate of the Linen 
That She Will Need 


A BRIDE'S outfit ts generally expect- 

ed to contain all of the linen neo- 
essary for the house or apartment un- 
woes Pile Be bavené her moans to prov 
vide. 

So frequently does the perplexing 
question present itself as to just wha/ 
the household will need to start with 
in the way of linen that it may prove 
helpful here to give a list for the linen 
closet. 

Starting with the dining room, it ts 
well to provide one handsome table- 
cloth, which will seat a large number 
comfortably, This should be three or 
four yards im length and of pure white 
famask and cost anywhere from $2 to 
$5 a yard. For this cloth one dozen 
large dinner napking aboulé be bought 
to match, 


and decayed vegetable matter to sup- 
ply the necessary ingredients for the 
growth of flowers, The idea! condition 
of a soll is one which resembles a 
sponge and in which it will retain the 
greatest amount of nutritive sub- 
stances and water without losing its

‘For the average flower garden stable 
or barnyard manure is sufficient.

So much for the practical side of the 
garden question; then comes the Inter- 
esting part, the selection of the varie- 
ties to be used A few among the many 
are the four o’clocks, candytufts, bache- 
lor's buttons, delphiniums or larkspurs, 
dicentra or bleeding hearts, the vale- 
rian, foxglove or digitails, the lupinus, 
the morning glory, love in a mist, gall- 
lardia, hellanthus or small sunflower,

Al- 
though the prairie provinces have a 
most pré@ductive soil, capable of pro- 
ducing early all kinds of farm pro- 
ducts, they have not been able for 
the past 10 years to supply the de- 
mands of their population, as the 
single purpose of the western Can- 
adian farmers seems to be to-produce 
as much wheat as possible. : 

“No statistics are available showing 
the enormous {mportation from ~ the 
United States and eastern Canada of 


ada tome from the eastern provinces 
and the United States, and the largest 
section of western Canada faces a 
slearth of dairy products. During 
1911 the milk shortage became so 
acute that the border states of the 
United States were called upon to 
fupply the deficiency. It is estimat- 
ed that the imports of milk for the 
city of Winnipeg alone between No- 
vember and February averaged $45,- 
C00 a week in sale The Unit 
States was also Calle up ts) Slipp y 
potatoes, for although these are the 
most productive crops in western 
Canada, theyr were not raised in suf- 
ficient quantities to meet the demand. 
With a population of 1,700,000 west- 
ern Canada {is not producing enough 
to supply its immediate needs. It 
depends upon outsiders for millions 
of pounds of bacon and mutton, and 
for weeks at a time the market has 
been supplied with chilled mutton 
from Australia and frozen mutton 
from Prince Edward Island. 

“During 1911 the provinces of Al-
